London, — Six Bolsheviki battal- 
ions were destroyed in a successful 
Anglo-Russian attack on the Dvina 
river on Augttst 10, the war office has 
announced. More than 1,000 prison- 
ers, 12 field gtiis and many machine 
guns were captured, The Anglo- 
Russian front on the Dyina was 
pushed forward 12 miles. The official 
statement reads:

Winnipeg. — Rush of men from 
the east for the harvest fields of the 
west has started in earnest. Eighteen 
thousand have been asked for by the 
farmers and 7,000 of thet had’ reach- 
ed the city, which is the chief distri- 
buting centre.’ Over 6,000 traveled by 
the Canadian Pacific railway. The 
remainder came on the Canadian Na- 
tional, reaching the Union depot 
Thursday evening. Over 2,000 are 
expected at the Union depot Friday, 
while the Canadian Pacific is also 
running several trains. 

Special arrangements had been 
made by the railway companies for 
the speedy despatch of the excursion- 
ists to their various destinations. Two 
long trains, heavily loaded with the 
harvest help, were sent west during 
the day, one in the morning and the 
other toward midnight, while a num- 
ber of men left the city on local 
trains for points in Manitoba. 

Officials of the Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan governments, detailed for 
the work of placing in PpOSitions the 
harvesters, had an extremely busy 
time of it, for they booked 2,400 men, 
one-half of this number being for 
farms in Manitoba and the other 
half for the harvest fields of Saskat- 
chewan.

Helped Industries 


Russia Provided Poland With Human 
Factor of Great Importance. 

An odd bit of commercial history 
comes to light with the granting of 
citizenship to Jews in Poland, and 
shows how Russia, in expelling the 
race from Moscow, provided Poland 
with a human factor of great import- 
ance in developing her own industrial 
resources. Politically Poland lay 
helpless in the grip of her powerful 
neighbor, resisting as best she might 
that neighbor’s determination to de- 
stroy the last vestige of Polish na- 
tional existence, Industrially, on the 
other hand, her coal and iron ore 
districts had developed Polish centers 
of manufacture superior to those of 
Russia, but dependent for success on 
the sale of their products in Russian 
markets. from Moscow 
who were familiar with Russian trade 
conditions, had already established 
personal trade relations with Russian 
cities, and were admirably fitted to 
develop a commercial. program be- 
tween the two countries. These men 
became the natural intermediaries 
between Poles and Russians in busi- 
ness, and their expulsion from Russia 
is doubtless one reason for the pros- 
perity of Polish industries at Lodz, 
Warsaw and _  Petrokow.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

The increase in the consumption 
of opiates in Canada last year was so 
marked that the Government has 
considered it necessary to impose re- 
strictions on such imports. They may 
now be brought in only by license. 
In 1918 a total of 12,471 pounds of 
crude opium was imported, while in 
the fiscal year ended March 31 of 
this year it had jumped to the total 
of 34,263 pounds. Of powdered opium, 
51 pounds was imported in 1918 and 
123 in 1919, The value of the crude 
opium brought in 1918 was $148,346, 
in the recent fiscal year it was $534,-
